Providence) for Men to dwell in ſafety, without need of defence ; fo that 
they ſhall have' no occaſion to gird their Swords on their Thighs, or have 


any other Weapons to defend them from the aſſault of their Enemies, 


Thus God has premis'd for the ſafety of his People, Pfgl. to. v. 5. 
Whoſ» privily flandereth his Neighbour, him will I cut off : bim that bath an 
high look, and a proud beart will 1 not ſuffer. High look, by a Metalepſisfig- 
nifies Men ofa Proud Imperiods Spirit, and thoſe God will cut off ; that 


fs, bring down; for the quiet and ſafety.of his People; ſo that his Peo-/ 


ple ſhall have no cauſe to tear them. ?Tis ſaid, Jeruſalem ſhall be Inhabi- 
ted without Walls ; that is, there ſhall be no need of Walls to defend 
them trom any Enemies rs. againſt them ;- for God will be a Wall 
of Fire round about them, and the glory in the midſt of them.

"That City. is ſtrong enough indeed, and needs 
no'other Defence, when the Salvation of God encompaſſes it abour ; and 
therefore there is great cauſe of Singing, where no Defenſive Weapons 
are wanting, but people under the Divine Protection may live ſecurely 
without them. And that City may well be call'd a ſtrong City, or the 

City of Strength; which God ſecures from Enemies, and is himſelf a fa- 
fety toit. And ſol paſs from cutring the Spear in Sunder, to the Briyw- 
ing of the Charriot in the Fire. 

Firſt. Chariot ſignifies that which makes War dubious and uncertain 
or the ſtrength of both ſides; ſo that "tis hard to jadge which ſhall have 
the better ; and therefore the War like to hang on an even. poiſe a great 
while. So we are to underſtand that of David, Pſal. 20. v. 7. Some truſt 
in Chariots, and ſome in Horſes : but we wiil remember the name of the Lord 
our God. Thar is, ſome haye ſuch [great ſtrength that they depend vpon 
it, and fear not to be overthrown ; though ?ris very. weak and ſinful to 


truſt in any arm of Fleſh, how ſtrong ſoever. Chriſtians have a better 


foundation for their truſt, even the Name and Power of God. ' An Horſe 
is a vain Thing to confide in, in the Gay of-Battel; but v:here there are 
many Horſes and Chariots people are too apt to confide in them ; which 
makes the Iſſue of War many times uncertain. This made the Spies a-

For Zions ſake will I not hold 
my peace, and for Jeruſalems ſake I will not reſt, until the Righteouſneſs thereof 
go forth as brightneſs, and the Salvation thereof as a Lamy that burneth. The 
Prophet could not reſt, till: men were enlightned av by the bright light 
of a Lamp, ro 88 the Welfare and Peace of Jeruſalem: ; and that is by the 
ceaſing trom all Wars, and putting an end to all broyls ( though I know 
the words will admit of a more Spiritual meaning, ) Oh when Men come 
to {ce this to be the beſt and molt comfortable thing ; they will then ſeek 
Peace and purſue it ; and will not be eafily irritated and provok'd to blow 
vp. the coals of Contention. Thus the ns God burns the Chariot, by 
making even Martial Men ſee the excellency of Peace. 
Secondly. We told you Chariot ſignifies the ground of mens ſtoutneſs 
and hardineſs, and obſtinate'preſiſting in War. Now God burns this 
Chariot by convincing Men throughly of the vanity of their confidence in 
an Arm of Fleſh, or in any Humane Power. When David and his Men 
came to Baal-perazim, they burnt the Tmages the people had left there, 2. 
Sam. 5.9. 21. This they ad Ie them), and to convince the Hea- 
thens of their folly in Turrits ruſt in them, or paying any reſpeCt to 
them. So God will convirice Men of their 'extream madneſs in depend- 
ing on any created ſtrength, how. firm and ſecure ſoever it may be. And

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Thirdly. We told you Chariot ſignifies the Renown and Glory of War- 
riors. Now God burns this Chariot by making Men ſee a contemptible- 
neſs in what was once their Glory, and cauſing them to look down upon 
what they once ſo admir'd, and were ſo much taken with, Thus we find 
the Prophet breaking into Lamentation, for the ſad condition he foreſaw 
Paleſtina would bein, Jer. 9. v. 10.. For the Mountains will 1 take up a weep- 
ng and wailing, and for the Inhabitants of the Wilderneſs a Lamentation, bet auſe 
they are burnt up, ſo that none. can paſs through ther, neither can wen hear t 
woice of the Cattel, both the: Fowl of the Heavens and the Beaſt are ens he are 
all,gone. That. is,the Land ſhould be ſtrip'd bare and naked of Cattel, 
and Paſture which was once its Glory ; and then it ſhould be contemptible 
in the eyes of all. So when men come once wo bs their greateſt "glory to 
be in Peace, not in War, as.it. is {aid of Melchezideck'he was King of 
Salem, that is, King of Peace, Heb. 7..9, 2. And fo an eminent Type of 
the Lord Jeſus-Chriſt,, the Prince of Peace, ,_ I ſay whet Men come to ſte 
this, they will then have very low thoughts 


of what was Once: their Pride 
and Glory. - The Nieghing of-the, Horſes, the. claſhing of the Armoyr, 
the rattling peals-of the Drum, and the delightful ſound of the Trumpets 
will then be diſreliſhed and diſregarded by them, in compariſon 'of the 
much better and more. charming ſound of Peace, Peace in every corner of 
the Land ;- and. of-the -true laſting Honour, every one ſhall be'crowned 
with who had a-hand. in procuring it. . Thus you ſee how God burns the 
Chariot m the Fire, But 'tis time to make ome Application of theſe things.
